Eden Holds Orders To Maintain Firm Stand at Geneva 
Against ‘Abandonment’ of Ethiopia by 


Friendly Nations. 


LONDON, April 14.—{(#)—A direct, 


Anglo-French clash over sanctions 
against Italy at Geneva Friday if 
peace talks are not productive appear- 
ed probable tonight. 

In authoritative quarters it was said 
Foreign Secretary Eden was instruct- 
ed by the British cabinet today to 
take the strongest stand against the 
League's “abandonment” of Ethiopia 
should current peace negotiations fail. 

Instead of agreeing to an expected 
French move for lifting the sanctions, 
Eden is expected to take a position 
in further defense of Ethiopia. 

A conference between Eden and 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin to- 
night indicated, it was said authorita- 
tively, that the government is prepared 
Fer support and may even demand 
further economic and financial sanc- 
tions against Italy. 

Military sanctions probably will be 
held in- abeyance for the time being 
because it is known France is opposed 
to them. 


» The British are not yet convinced 


that Premier Mussolini has smashed 
all Ethiopian resistance. It was point- 
ed out here that just as the British 
underestimated the strength of the 
Italians six monthe ago, perhaps now 
the Italians are overestimating the 
value of their recent military suc- 
cesses.

JAPANESE RENEW 


NORTH CHINA PUSH 


Nanking Officials Ex- 
pect Trouble Between 
Two Countries Hourly. 


NANKING, April 14.—(4#)—Chi- 
nese official sources said today the 
activity of Japanese military agents 
in North China, allegedly directed to- 
ward seeking independence for that 
region, has suddenly been renewed. 

They said the utbitation 
immediately following the military re- 
bellion of February 26 in Tokyo and 
that they believed the mutiny had 
caused a “breathing spell“ ia the trou- 
bled Sino-Japanese relations, but that 
this relief was about over.“ 

A Nanking official said: “No new 
incidents have occurred and Japan 
has presented no new demands, but 
we do not expect the northern pace to 
continue much longer.” 

Authorities said “Generalissimo 
Chiag Kai-shek has. departed on a 
tour of western and northern China 
to visit the danger spots personally.” 

Chieftains Unified. 

Chiang left Nanking April 12 and 
visited Hankow, from where he went 
by airplane, supposedly for Chengtu. 
He later is expected to visit Taiyuan- 
fu in Shansi province, where he will 
consolidate the authority of several 
divisions of Nanking’s troops recently 
used against Chinese communists and 
attempt to bolster relations between 
Nanking and Marshal Yen Hsi-shan, 
overlord of Shansi. 


Yen constantly, according to Chi- 
nese authority, is under Japanese pres- 


sure. 
To See Governor. 


From Taiyuanfu, General Chiang is 
expected to fly to Tsinanfu, Shantunh 
province, where he will attempt to 
stiffen the attitude of Governor Han 
Fu-chu, who recently was erroneously 
reported assassinated, against expect- 
ed Japanese separatist suggestion. 


According to Japanese sources, Gov- 
ernor Han Fu-chu unexpectedly ar- 
rived at Tsingtao today where he was 
said to have visited Admiral Sankichi 
Takahashi, commander-in-chief of the 
Japanese combined fleet, who is there 
aboard his 34,000-ton flagship, Nagato. 

From Tsinanfu, General Chiang is 
expected to go to Cheng-Chow. the 
strategically located northern Honan 
city where the central China military 
chieftains await him. 

Chinese officials said they viewed 
increased Japanese activity in Inner 
Mongolia with apprehension.

“In writ the article for which I 
have been adju in contempt and 
sent to jail for 10 days I did not criti- 
cise any judicial act of Judge Pitt- 
man. only criticised him as an in- 
dividual. 

“I was within my rights as a citizen 
of this state, guaranteed to me by the 
constitution of the state of Georgia 
which guarantees to ite citizens free- 
dom of speech and of the press. There 
will be no limit to judicial tyranny if 
a judge is permitted to send a man to 
jail and keep him there because he 
does not like personal criticism. 

“I am glad to serve this sentence for 
my convictions. My friends have offer- 
ed to pay my fine, but I will not al- 
low them to do so. 

“The woret thing about the case is 
the refusal of Judge Pittman to grant 
me a supersedas and permit the case 
to go to the supreme court allowing 
the highest court of our state to say 
whether I am guilty of contempt or 
not.

The Altamaha river, swollen by 
heavy rains ‘in eastern Georgia last 
week, inundated. lowlands yesterday 
in southeast Georgia, driving several 
hundreds from their homes, as the 
Flint, in southwest ‘Georgia, reached 
its highest stage since 1929 at Al- 
bany. 

“Brunswick said lowland residents 
near the; course of the Altamaha be- 
gan evacuating their homes as the 
river flowed seaward, threatening in- 
undation to low-lying sections be- 
tween Lumber City and the mouth of 
the river near Darien. 

The Brunswick Red Cross chapter 
last night warned lowland residents 
to move to higher ground as workers 
of the Blythe island CCC Tamp start- 
ed placing hundreds of sandbags along 


the highway and dikes through the 
Altamaha delta lands. 


At Savannah, the Red Cross re- 
rted 300 to 500 persons living near 
ownsend, Ga., had left their homes 
due to high water. 

Workmen sought to keep water 
from covering the Coastal highway 
north of Darien, where Newport river 
is on the rise. If ‘water crosses the 
highway there, travel between Savan- 
nah and Brunswick would ‘be inter- 
rupted. 


A rise of the Altamaha to the 1925 
record, when a wide area in MelIn- 
tosh, Glynn, Liberty and Wayne 
counties was flooded, was predicted. 
At Colonel T. L. Huston’s famous 
Butler island plantation, near Da- 
rien, the valuable dairy herd was 
moved to higher grounds. 

The Atlanta weather bureau said 
the Flint river was up to feet 
at Albany. yesterday. and added: 
„That's about the crest there.“ Al- 
bany proper is well protected from 
high water, but an area of the-negro 
section of the city was inundated. 
Bainbridge, also on the Flint, 
looked for a rise to 30 feet. The 
river was 28.4 vesterday. Just south 
of the Georgia line, the Apalachicola 
river was highest in seven years. 


At River Junction, Fla., railroad 
operating center, the street in front 
of the postoffice was covered with 
water, and several stores were sur- 
rounded with water. A few families 
left their homes there. The river at 
River Junction was at 25.6 feet; flood 
stage is 20. A 27-foot crest is ex- 
pected today, but no serious, damage 
is feared. 

Jesup reported state highway de- 
partment crews busy in that area 
hauling sandbags, day and night, to 
protect fills at strategic points. High- 
way No. 38 connecting Jesup and Sa- 
vannah spans the Altamaha and this 
bridge and approaches is some six 
miles long. It is regarded there as 
a feat in highway engineering, but 
it has not had any serious high water 
test since its erection in. 1935, and 
the highway department is watching 
it closely. 

Savannah reported that as the high 
waters spread over the low marsh- 
lands in the back reaches of the Sa- 
vannah river nine miles above that 
city, the causeway connecting the sev- 
eral bridges carrying highway traffic 
from Georgia into South Carolina 
were inundated. . 

Traffic over the route was halted 
until the waters recede. 

Cities further inland 
easier, however, as residents saw the 
rivers fall there. At Millen the Ogee- 
chee had started to decline without 
doing any damage, and at Augusta, 
the Savannah river was well within 
its banks. The Ocmulgee at Macon 
was also back in its banks.

At the same time, Fletcher, togeth- 
er with Senator Carey, republican, 
Wyoming, questioned the use of reg- 
ular army troops in a torchlight pa- 
rade which preceded Mr. Roosevelt's 
address last night in Baltimore. 

„Is the army to be part of his po- 
litical organization?“ Fletcher asked, 
while Carey protested to Secretary 
Dern. 

Army officers said the troops were 
ordered into the procession on the 
supposition that the President would 
participate in the parade. He did not.

This, he added, made it “clear that 
the regulation of such labor conditions 
in general industry does not come with- 
in the legitimate and constitutional 
ecope” of the federal government. 

“It is true, Mr. Roosevelt bitterly 
condemned that that decision,” Shouse 
added, “but despite his objections, it 
stands as the supreme law of the land.

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Probation Officers End Two- 
Day Convention, Adopt 
Strong Resolutions. 


Probation officers of Georgia con- 
cluded their two-day convention yes- 
terday at the Biltmore hotel with a 
demand for uniform probation laws 
throughout the state and the appoint- 
ment of a commigsion to pass on all 
probation and parole problems. 

The proposals were fathered by W. 
W. Woolfolk, probation. officer for the 
Fulton county juvenile court, who 
urged : 

A law establishing a state probation 
commission of five members who are 
interested in this work and equipped 
for it to be charged with the super- 
vision of probation officers througt- 
out the state and who will act on all 
probation and parole applications. 

A law establishing uniform adult 
probation, eliminating the present lim- 
itation of the law te persons convicted 
of misdemeanors. 

A law establishing a state training 
school for negro girls. 

These proposals of Mr. Woolfolk 
were in the form of a resolution which 
was adopted by the association in its 
closing session late yesterday. 

“Superior court judges should be 
given wider authority with reference 
to the term of probation,” said Mr. 
Woolfolk. “Certain standards of qual- 
ification should also be demanded of 
persons who are appointed probation 
officers. 

“The state probation commission, 
in addition to supervising officers, 
would hold competitive examinations 
and establish eligible lists from which 
judges would be permitted to appoint 
probation officers. 

“Our present lack of a training 
school for girls forces us to place girls 
on probation after as many as 15 or 20 
offenses. A training school would 
solve this serious problem.”’

WHY SMOKE 80 MUCH? 

In two preceding articles we dis- 
cussed nicotine or tobaeco poisoning 
and tobaccosis or tobaccoism, that is, 
the pathological effects of excessive 
use of tobacco. 

Although medical literature contains 


a great many references to the path- 
ological effects of tobacco there is a 
curious paucity of material on the 
treatment of tobaccosis, even in pre- 
tentious works on the general subject 
of therapeusis. Alcoholism is dealt 
with extensively, but for some strange 
reason the medical authors preserve 
an impressive silente om the treat- 
ment of tobacco habit and its effects. 

In the capillaries, that is, the micro- 
scopic spaces between the cells, 
through which the blood seeps to 
nourish the cells, the oxygen carried 
by the blood corpuscles is delivered 
to the cells and earbon dioxide picked 
up to be carried through the veins 
back to the lungs. Here is the vital 
part of the machinery of life. You can 
get a fair idea of the efficiency of 
the capillary circulation by this sim- 
ple test: Under a good light draw the 
sole of your thumb over the skin on 
the back of the index finger just be- 
low the half moon edge of nail. The 
blanching this causes disappears and 
the normal flush returns in a second 
or so, depending on the rate of flow 
through the capillary spaces. (Re- 
member, there are no capillary blood 
vessels—only open spaces between fi- 
bres’ and cells; the expression “‘capil- 
lary vessels is a careless inaccuracy.)

Travelers tell me that military 
trucks, troops, patrols and artillery 
are passing up and down the streets 
of Berlin all hours of the day and 
night and that one gets an impression 
in the German capital as if war is go- 
ing on already on one of the frontiers. 
I do not doubt it. All that fuss and 
excitement is part of the ideological 
preparation for war, just like those 
signs by the wayside in the reich: 
“War is to man what maternity is to 
woman,” in other words, something 
wholly natural. People must get used 
to the notion that war may break out 
tomorrow. By contrast. France is the 
quietest country in Europe. There 
have been no demonstrations in the 
streets, no excitement, no nervousness, 
no fuss. The chauvinistic demonstra. . 
tions on the other side of the Rhine 
were left absolutely unanswered, The 
French people behaved in this recent 
serious crisis in an orderly, sane and 
Civilized way. All those sensational 
yarns in the foreign press about “war 
fever mounting in Paris,” French 
troops pouring to the Rhine“ and the 
doomed, helpless and panic-stricken 
sentiments of the crowds in Paris are 
just so much peppy-cock, peddled by 
boys who want to deliver “copy.”

Of France. 


The French people have never lent 
themselves to those herd-like mass 
manifestations which are a strong fea- 
ture of life in the Third Realm. The 
French are extreme individualists. No- 
body will deny this fact. But if they 
are individualists, they are also in- 
trinsically anti-militarists, in the sense 
that they hate the whole gaudy set-up 
of militarism, well aware as they are 
how dangerous it is to play the chau- 
vinist game. The people of France do 
not need my feeble defenes, but -since 
I have known these people and lived 
with them and amongst them in good 
days and in bad, in days of peace and 
war. I cannot withhold this word of 
testimony. In no country in the world 
are there so many men constantly and 
actively engaged in the cause of peace. 
There is not one of the leading figures 
in politics, art, literature, journalism 
or industry, who looks upon war as a 
natural thing for mankind. I have 
watched France very carefully now for 
12 years and I have always seen a 
striving to make humanity at last, at 
last, after so many technical advances 
make one moral step forward, namely, 
in banishing war completely. In all 
the legislation that I have seen passed 
in France these many years there was

As it turned out, no profits came 
to him. His company went bank- 
rupt, partly because of the sums 
spent in trying to build a steam-en- 
gine along the lines of Watt's ideas. 
One trouble was about the large cyl- 
inders—Watt and Roebuck did not 
have the right machines to give them 
an even “bore.” 
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Possession is nine points of the 
law and the lawyer’s fee is the tentu. 
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Thus it seemed that Watt was to 
fail to produce a better steam engine. 
He was poor, and had to struggle 
hard to make a living for himself and 
his family.

This man was Matthew Boulton, of 
Birmingham, England, and together 
they formed the firm of Boulton & 
Watt. They had trouble boring the 
cylinders (each of which weighed half 
a ton) but at last they managed to 
do it fairly well. 

Steam engines were finished, and 
were put on the market. An order 
came from a mine in Cornwall, and 
an engine was placed there. Many 
persons came to watch the trial. 
They were much excited when they 
saw that Watt's engine pumped water 
much better than Newcomen’s steam 
pump. Watt himself related that 
his engine made a “horrible noise,” 
but it took the water out of the 
mine. 

Orders for Watt's engines came in 
from all over Great Britain, but there 
was a limit to the number of mines 
where pumps were peeded. Where 
could other use be found for steam 
engines? In mills and factories! 

Up to that time, most things which 
people used had been made hand. 
Windmills and waterwheels were in 
use, but human muscle was the chief 

employed for doing the work 
of the world. 

Watt and Boulton believed that 
steam engines could supply power 
for mills and factories. At a cost 
of 20,000 pounds (360,000) they built 
a flour mill and fitted it with a large 
steam engine. Tests proved that the 
engine was well-fitted for use in 
grinding grain. The mill was de- 
stroyed by fire, but the success of 
the trials led many mill owners to fit 
their mills with steam engines.

ines came into wide use in factories. 

he power of steam was used to 

turn the wheels of machines of many

MODIFED COTTON BIL 
INTRODUCED IN ROUSE 


Act Provides Commission 
Regulation of Minimum 
Wages for Laborers. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—(4)— 
A house labor subcommittee today re- 
ported favorably the Ellenbogen bill 
for federal regulation of the textile 


industry. 

The latest draft of the bill, which 
has been rewritten twice from its 
original form, was introduced in the 
house by Representative Ellenbogen, 
democrat, Pennsylvania, and is expect- 
ed to be considered by the full labor 
committee on Thursday. 

The measure, said 5 its authors 
to meet any conceivable constitutional 
test, has been modified drastically 
from its original form, partly to meet 
objections of manufacturers and large- 
ly to bring it within constitutional 
bounds. 

It provides for a textile commission 
to administer the act, with authority 
to fix miniumum wages for skilled, 
semi-skilled and unskilled labor on 
the basis of a 35-hour maximum week. 
Time and one-half is provided for 
overtime, with double pay for Sunday 
and holiday work. 

Production control would be provid- 
ed by ordering curtailment of pro- 
duction when overproduction menaced 
the industry. The bill would direct 
the commission to order curtailment 
first through elimination of the third 
or midnight shift, either entirely or 
in part.

Yet the biggest “Auto-Oddity” of 
them all, stresses the Safety Council 
of The Constitution, is how few motor- 
ist realize the import of just those 
very things. 

If more motorists realized them, 
there would be greater safety on the 
highways, and the cartoonist would 
not have such facts as those illus- 
trated above. 

He would not be able to illustrate, 
for one thing, that. more lives were 
lost in the United States by automo- 
bile accidents in the last five years 
than were killed or died of wounds 
in battle in the A. F. F. during the 
World War. 

Few Realize Toll. 

A large percentage of motorists are 
World War veterans, or persons whom 
the conflict touched directly or indi- 
rectly, and yet only a small number 
are aware, when they are at the wheel 
of their car, that deaths on the high- 
wavs exceed death on the battlefields. 
Another fact brought out in the 
cartoon is that night driving is far 
more dangerous than day driving, for 
the records show that many more are 
killed in accidents after dusk than 
during the daylight hours. 

This in itself is a A for 
extreme carefulness ile driving at} 
night. 

Then there is the matter of speed. 
As the cartoon shows, Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, the famous speed driver, 
says that 50 miles an hour is fast

The 
latter body will take the bill up on 
Thursday. A report to the house may 
be forthcoming shortly. Meanwhile 
Representative Ellenbogen will intro- 
duce the bill in the house. 

Provides for Commission. 

Although the revised bill provides 
for creation of a five-man commission 
to regulate the industry, in some re- 
spects the board would have far great- 
er discretionary powers under the bill 
than it would have had under the old 
proposal. 

“In this new bill,” said’ Chairman 
Keller, “congress would recognize that 
labor conditions, especially the pay- 
ment of low wages, has a direct and 
substantial effect upon competition in 
interstate commerce. It therefore au- 
thorizes the commission, wherever it 
finds such effects on interstate com- 
merce, te remove adverse effects by 
establishing wages.” 

The bill authorizes the commission 
to establish minimum wages and pro- 
vides that the basis for determining

This 
provision is stricken out of the new 
ill. 

The new bill follows the original, 
however, with respect to à prohibi- 
tion against loans of government mon- 
ey to mills violating any provisions df 
the control act. 

There are no criminal, penalties im- 
posed under the terms of the new bill. 
The original bill provided for severe 
finés and jail terms for each viola- 
tion. The new bill, apparently, would 
be enforced through the use of court 
orders. 

The entire administration of the 
bill, under the revised proposal would 
be analogous to that of the Federal 
Trade Commission act with these three 
exceptions:

NEW ORLEANS, 4 14— 
One million bales: of cotton starts 
moving to niarket tomorrow from the 
govermmént’s holdings, and in the opin- 
ion of the cotton trade here, it will 
meet an eager world demand. 


Spinners, both here and abroad, 
have been unable to get gaad grades 
of cotton for some time. Many of 
them have stayed out of the market, 
waiting for the expected sale of loan 
cotton which begins tomorrdw. 


The plan for disposing of this 
tion of the government’s: stock 
500,000 bales acquired under the 15 
and 12-cent loans has received almost 
unanimous approval by the trade. 

for many months the er of this 
huge hoard of cotton has ered over 
world cotton markets, restricting pur- 
chases. by spinners and keeping spot 
buying to minimum requirements. 

Cotton leaders here pointed out that 
the new selling plan, by setting a 
minimum price of 11.25 cents a pound, 
would tend to . the best grades 
of cotton out of the loan, those on 
which the farmer can obtain a prem- 
ium by sellin ng on the market. That 
is the type of cotton most in demand 
at present, it was pointed out. 

nder the new selling plan the 

karmer with premium cotton will 
make a nice profit, in addition to the 
10 or 12 cents. a pound he received 
when he put the cotton into the loan. 

The government,. by its own admis- 
sion, stands to lose $10,000,000 on the 
000. bales of cotton, or approxi- 
mately 2 cents a pound..

NEW YORK, April 14.—)—Pro- 
fessor W. T. Elliott, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, asserted tonight in a radio | 
address that if the “founding fa- 
thers” were alive today they would 
be the first to bring about needed 
ow in the United States consti- 


on, 

He admitted that the present psy- 
chology of the country makes sweep- 
ing changes impossible but hoped that 
within the next decade there may be 
some changes by the ordinary process 
of amendment and possibly more ex- 
tensive changes through the medium 
of a constitutional convention. 

“The question of getting a new con- 
stitution,” he said, “depends first of 
all upon separating those parts of it 
that command almost universal ac- 
ceptance from the parts which no 
longer fit the needs of industrial na- 
tionalism. The outworn parts are 
— of machinery, not princi- 
ple. 
He said the bill of rights requires 
no change but parts of the document 
covering federal division of powers 
and functional separation of powers 
should be revised. 

“In enforcing due process of law,” 
Elliott said, “the supreme court has 
come to substitute its judgment as 
to the reasonableness of the law for 
that of the legislature. In my opin- 
ion this is not a judicial function.” 

He suggested an amendment giving 
specific federal power to regulate com- 
merce, industry, agriculture and the 
production or extraction of natural 
resources throughout the territory of 
the United States as possibly “the 
only remedy.” 

As to separation of powers he said 
the President lacks a proper control 
to carry out his functions as a leader, 
making the government “a prey of 
pressure groups, propaganda, lobbies 
and local pork-barrels.’ 

To remedy this he proposed a 
four-year term for the house of rep- 
resentatives, having the two houses sit 
jointly and vote on an equal basis 
to settle deadlocks on revenue or ap- 
propriations and giving the President 
the right to dissolve the house of 
representatives and call one general 
election during the four-year term.
